It must be 
steadily borne in mind, that any uus 
loundoess in our accounts may retard 
the final settlement of Confederation. 
Let us not be in the humiliating posi- 
tion of being obliged to admit that wo 
have been kept in ignorance ef oar 
financial position, when wo ought to 
be discussing terms of our admission 
into the Dominion. Wo nro on the 
eve of a groat movement, lot us not 
slumber whilst thero is wcrk to bo 
done. The people of British Colum- 
bia must bear in mind that they thorn- 
eelves aro to blamo for one-half of tbo 
«vil that exists in our system of Gov- 
ernment. Thoro is always powos in 
too hands of tho peoplo, if thoy know 
how to use it j a thorough and united 
determination amongst tho people to 
h-j.70 right, slcxo, rfVA icccz^iish 
much. Let tho peoplo look to it then 
And set their house in order. If a 
wise householder or landed proprietor 
has reason to feol uncomfo 1 table about 
lavish expenditure in bis household, 
whilst rents aro not coming in as they

— The quaaiion of the admia> 
sion of British Columbia into the treaty of 
reciprocity, proposed by Mr Beamao, is not 
beios entirely overlooked by those, who like 
onreolves, ore interested in the matter. Oom- 
menting upon Mr Beainao's propoBsd legis- 
lation on the Bubjeot, the S». Paul's, Mione* 
goto Press says :— " It is probably anticipated 
that the jurisdiction of Canada will bo ei« 
tended westward at no distant day ; otber. 
wiao we should earneslly insist that both 
the proportions ol Mr Beaman'a Bboald be 
emended in their territorial scope. What- 
ever arrangement on this aubjoot is good 
policy eaBt ol Lake Superior, should be made 
conterminons with 'he whole northern 
frontier. If the Northwest Territory nod 
British Columbia were within tba jurisdic- 
tion ol Canada, tho operation of tha bill 
would be proportionately enlarged ; but there 
ia eurne uncertainty rn this subject, which 
culld for an amendment to the tiral section ol 
tho bill. 01 coiubo, this logislutioo n:ay bo 
ooDfiued to Canada aud the Eastern Pro- 
vinces, with the expectation that our rela- 
tions to Northwest British America shall be 
the subject of a direct and important nego- 
tiation with Ureat Britain. If bo— and we 
are quite wiliiug that it shall be so— we 
wo waive our objection to tha present n-ea- 
Bure." It would do no barm if tho forth- 
coming Convention at Yale maka this a 
epeoial question at their session. Tho Homo 
Government certainly ought, to be requested 
by our people to insist upon ihe admission 
of Ihe Northwest Territory and British 
Columbia, into the treaty, as a condition of 
its being granted with tl>»t of Cwnadft. By 
urgitigthis point we may benefit by present 
opportunities; as they may not exist again in* 
our f avor to j ttie som a opttr-rU for.vcn.rg., ^

Wm. Lyons, appellant M. Wui. Bowden, 
respondent. — This was an appeal from a do- 
cision of ttu Stipendiary Magistrate, nnd 
cams on in the Bhape of a case stated by 
tba Magistrate for the opinion of tho Supreme 
Court. 

Mr MoCreight, instructed by Mr Bishop, 
appenred for appellant ; the Attorney General 
uppeared to support the conviction 

Mr McCreight stated that tho two ques« 
tions for tho Court to consider were: 1st. 
Had tho Magistrate the power to award n 
setitecce of six months' imprisonment with 
hard labor in default of payment ol the 
penalty. 2nd. Was there any evidence ol 
guilty knowledge; this conviction was for 
an offence against the Naval Discipline Ac', 
of i860, the 25th Section of which enuots 
tho penalty of a fine of £30 for assisting a 
Beaman unlawfully to absent himself from 
duty; that this seotion does not authorise the 
aentenoa of herd labor, nor does any other 
part of the same act. The Magistrate seems 
to have convicted under the Act of 18GG 
and has gone baok to the Act of 1847 for 
tha penalty. That seotion 11 o! 1847, which 
awards the penalty is distinctly repealed in 
tha Act of 18Gu', and it could not be the 
intention ol the Legislature to let the 13th 
section of tho Act of !847 which £e-iats cut 
the method of recovering the penalty fixed 
by the 11th section of tho samo Aot Btand 
whilst the 11th section was ropealed. The 
earned Counsel road the depositions with the 
viaw of snowing that there was co evidence 
of Guilty knowledge. His Lordship duriDg 
tho reading of the depositions remarked tbat 
tha evidence did not appear to have beeo 
taken down acour ratel y, and called attention ^jl-^j, 
to~tba uecbssiTy*oT the Clork to tho Magis- ' 
Irate, taking down every word of evidenco 
oloarly and distinctly ; accused persons were 
on thoir trial for offences perhaps charged 
under particular sections of the Acts, and 
were entitled to the minutest accuracy. 

Mr McCreight contended that the whole 
of the evidenoe was perfectly consistent with 
l' e innocence of tho appellant, and that no 
suspicion could convict an accused person. 

The Attorney General in support of the 
conviction oontended that the Magistrate was 
the judge of tho evidonce, and that tho Court 
could not .efiew the propriety of the Magis- 
trate's decision upon the facts, and that there 
was such evidenoe as a judgo of Oyer and 
Terminer would allow to go to n jury. As 
regards the sentence of hard labor, that 
Clause 11, of the Naval Discipline Act, 1817, 
though repealed by tho Aot of I860, was re- 
enacted in almost the same words, with the 
enino ponalty for the same offence, by Seotion 
25 of the sumo aot. That the act of 18GG 
docs not show how the penalty is to be re- 
covered ; but Section 18, of the Act of 1847, 
provides for the deficiency, and this Suoitoo 
was never repealed by any subsequent Act, 
and consequently is in full force, and the con- 
viction thereloie in tbat respact, good. With 
regard to the guilty knowledge, the deposi- 
tions plainly showed tbat there was sufficient 
prima facte evidence of guilty knowledgo to 
warrant a judge in coming to a decision 
against the accused ; considering the Magis- 
trate to be in place of a jury, the rule being 
that Ihe Court could not interfere with tho 
exercise ol the MagiBtrato's di crction upon

! Mi" ItfwdiMp ?' T .' ,r, P vi'-lsow-'. Hcped 
that nothing which had fallen from him dur- 
ing tho progress of the case, or whioh ho 
might now have oocaBion to say respecting 
it, would be taken in any way to reflect the 
slightest discredit upon the very ablo Magis- 
trate who hud convicted in this case ; no- 
thing can bo moro able than tha manner in 
which substantial jusiice is meted out by 
that gentleman. Ttiis case coming before 
mo as an appeal, I am compelled to deal 
with it on tho merits. Now, io ouppoU ihu 
'cuaTgG'dgaimtf'ifie «ppeiiaui7l'ne!r6 muVina'vii 
been a guilty knowledgo ; wo havo there- 
lora to look carefully through tho evidenco 
to see whothcr there is not knowledge. It 
must lo borne in mind that suspicion alot.e 
will not amount to evidence or warrant cot.« 
viotion. Now, having given thia caee aid 
the evidence my most careful consideratit n, 
upon tha three occasions on which it has 
been beforo the court, I can only come to tho 
conclusion that thero is no evidenco of guilty 
knowledge ; there is no one fact here tbut is 
not perfectly consistent with tho prisoner's 
innocence; tho price of the boat appears to 
havo b:en reasonable, aud the prisoner does 
not soorn to havo had any motive ; thoro does 
not seem lo bo any groand for saying that 
the piico was even suspioious. Then, with 
regard to tho character of tho purchaser ol 
the b03t, he comes in civilians clothes, is 
not accompanied by any person in uniform ; 
there it no appearance ol secrecy, tho ap- 
pellant gives his name upon a aard and 
writes upon it tha price ha means to tuko ) 
Lacliapalle makes the remark to Lyons about 
bis tusp'oions subsequent to tho sale and 
departure of tho men, Uad this occurred bo- 
foro or at the eulo instead of aftor, it would 
havo had an importance which it does not 
now possess. I have been thus minute on 
account of the importance of the oase, and 
can come lo no othor conclusion than that 
there was no evidenco of guilty knowlekgo ; 
the conviction must lhareforo be quashed. 

With regard to the other points, it will 
perhaps bo useful for me to oxpross an 
opinion, although I havo decided the case 
upon tho first gronnd ; and, Blrickly speak- 
ing, what I am about to add, may be con- 
sidered as extra-judicial. After the very 
ablo assistance whioh I have received in ibis 



oase both from the Attorney Geneial and 
Mr MoCreight, nnd for whioh I am very 
muoh indobted to both gentlemen, and nfter 
giving it my own most careful consideration, 
I am of opinioD tbat the conviction must be 
quashed on the ground that tharo is no 
power to award hard labor, nor in the first 
iostance imprisonment. Jervia' Act points 
out tho motbod of recovering the penalty by 
distress, and imprisonment in default of euf- 
ficient distreia ; I can entertain no doubt 
that Act 29 and 30 Vic, chap 109 applies to 
this Colony, it is mode applicable to the 
whole of Her Majesty's dominions, and re- 
quires no local statute to make it applicable 
bore, nor can tho local ordinance ol 18G7 nor 
any other ordinanco touch it. It must be 
understood that no local ordinance can af- 
fect any Imperial Statute expressly applying 
to all Her Majesty's dominions, any such 
ordinanco would bo void to tho extent to 
which it is repugnant to euch Imperial Aot. 
The 25th seotion of this Act gives the powor 
to infliot the penalty of £30, but gives no 
mothod of recovery, but this Aot was psis- 
od subsequont to Jervis' Act, which gives the 
whole machinery, and givea a universal me- 
thod by whioh Magistrates should act in 
such cases, instead of being subjactod to the 
inconvenience and occasional errors arising 
out of having separate modes in each pepar- 
ato Act. Whon tho Act of 10 and 11 Vic, 
chap 43, which awardB hard labor in default 
of payment of penalty, was passed, Jervis' 
Act was not in cxistonce, it was thereloro 
necess? y for Ihe modo of recovering the 
penalty to be stated in the Aot, but the mode 
of recovering the pennlty givou in sootiou 13 
of this Act was auxiliary to clause 11, re? 
pealed by the Act of 18G5 and fell with it. 
Thero is one other point to which it is right 
to advert. The Ad of 1 8 17, apportions the 
ponalty ono-half to the informer aud one- 
half to Greenwich Hospital; but the Act 
of 18G6 applies the penalty in another way, 
namely, as the Admiralty shall direct. The 
rule will therefore bo absolute; the penally 
must of oourso be relumed. Powor was re- 
served for His Lordship to deal with any 
points which arise out of the decision.

At Kapapala, which appears to bo over the 
center of vo'canio activity, tho shocks 
average about four a day. Tho destitute 
natives in thia district are mostly lying 
around, watching every opportunity to steal 
what they con, trading off the Roods sent 
to them by the charitably disposed for food, 
eating the food and waiting for a fresh sap- 
p y from your city. 

The missionary packet M rning Star sailed 
yealerduy at 4 p. m. on a six months' oruise 
ntnong tho Mierenesta Island.-*, intending to 
visit every mission Btition, to which she car- 
ries supplies. Rev. H. Biufrham nnd wile, 
and several native missionaries, took passagr 
in oar. Ho is engaged in translating and 
preparing Micronesiau works for the press, 

Tha Hawaiian topsail schooner Blossom 
(formerly the Nabieoaeoa), arrived on Thurs- 
day from a live months' cruise among the 
islands west of (his group, whero she has 
been collecting a car^o of coooanut oil, ol 
which she obtained about 500 barrels. She 
brought up in irons a Prussian sailor, 
charged with having committed murder on 
the island ol Jaluit, about 100 miles north ol 
Ebon. 

Thure are rumors of a plan to cut off the 
rnisaionaoy packet Morning Star on ber re 
turn to Micronesia.
